If 
fumigation ia out of tune question, 
squirt into every hole, crack and crey- 
ice where the bugs may hide some 
strong insecticide solution such as a 
mixture of equa] parts of 5 per cent 
(1 to 20) carbolic acid solution and 
1-5 per cent (1 in 500) corrosive sub- 
limate solution.

hut later, when tuberculin proved too 
variable for his purposes, abandoned 
them for the bacteria of malaria. These 
produced fever and chills and both 
reacted on the brain of the patient 
<ufficiently to cure some forms of se- 
rious mental ailments. me 

Other doctors subsequently develop- 
ed similar results and have reached 
the conclusion that the cerms serve 
ss a sert of counter-irritant on the 
brain. 

Still later experiments have tended 
te indicate that the artificial creation 
of the fever is helpfn) to other ail- 
ments which especially tend to de- 
velop insagtir.
